RESIGNATION OF CITY CLERK 

SMITH IS TABLED; NEW ORDI¬ 
NANCE INTRODUCED; BOND IS¬ 
SUES DISCUSSED. 

At the regular meeting of the Board 
of Trustees on Monday a prospectus 
from the Gamewell Fire Alarm Tele¬ 
graph Company was read. The sum¬ 
mary outlined the proposed fire alarm 
system which is to be installed, pro¬ 
visional to the passage of the forth¬ 
coming bond issue, for which an elec¬ 
tion will be called about the first of 
May. The fire alarm system provides 
for the location of nineteen alarm 
boxes in various parts of the residen¬ 
tial and factory districts, the placing 
of a 12-inch diaphonous fire whistle, 
an alarm gong in the pump house and 
a special fire alarm signal in the home I 
of Fire Chief Truax. The system, fur- ; 
nishing a complete fire alarm system, 
will cost in the neighborhood of I 
$ 10 , 000 . 

Smith Designs. 

City Clerk William J. Smith pre¬ 
sented his resignation to the Board of 
Trustees Following its reading, Trus¬ 
tee J. H. Kelley moved for its accept¬ 
ance. Previous to a seconding of the i 
motion, City Attorney Coleberd stated 
to the board the wisdom of retaining 
the present City Clerk in office tem¬ 
porarily because of his familiarity 
with the work necessary to prepara¬ 
tion of a bond election and issue. 

Trustee Healy then amended his 
original motion and moved to table 
the resignation of the City Clerk, to 
be acted on at some future date. Car¬ 
ried. 

Health Officer Dr. J. C. McGovern 
reported six cases of influenza in the 
city during the month of February. 
The report of the Health Officer also 
outlined activities for the improving 
of sanitary conditions in certain 
hotels, this work being done by in¬ 
structions from' the State Board of 
Health. 

An ordinance, providing for the. 
wiring of all buildings in accordance 
with the most recent regulations of 
the Fire Underwriters, was intro¬ 
duced and given its first reading. The 
ordinance further provides for the j 
appointment of an electrical inspector 
for the city. No applications for the 
position were read. 

An ordinance giving to the county [ 
the use of the extension of the Mission 
road at the intersection of lower | 
Grand avenue was given its first read-1 
ing. 

Endorse Senate Bill. 

A resolution endorsing Senate Bill 
No. 105, which provides for an appro-1 
priation of $50,000 for the leveling of 
Hunters Point and reclaming the ad¬ 
jacent tide lands, was introduced by ! 
Trustee F. A. Cunningham and passed 
by the board. The bill provides for 
the appointment of County Surveyor 
George A. Kneese as one of the staff 
who will have direction of the work 
in the event of the passage of the 
legislation.

He was supported by Su¬ 
pervisors James E. Power and An- > 
drew J. Gallagher. President Skaller 
defended the project against the at¬ 
tacks of Andrews.

Saturday, March 15, 1919, is 
the final day allowed under the 
new Federal income tax law 
for the filing of income tax 
and profits returns, and to pay 
at least one-fourth of the tax 
due. 

Collector of Internal Reve¬ 
nue Justus S. Wardell esti¬ 
mates that there are 180,000 
persons in this district, which 
includes forty-eight counties 
in Northern California and the 
State of Nevada, affected by 
the individual income require¬ 
ments of the new law. The 
Collector stated that less than 
one-third of these individuals 
had filed their returns. 

With but nine working days 
left between now and the final 
day of reckoning, March 15, 
income returns must be made 
at the rate of 15,000 a day. 

Failure to meet the income 
requirements within the al¬ 
lotted time means penalties, 
fines and imprisonment, or 
both. 

Collector Wardell points out 
that the responsibility for 
making income tax returns 
rests with all unmarried indi¬ 
viduals whose net income for

“Don’t wait until the final due date, 
March 15, for paying your Income Tax 
and making your return. Avoid the 
last minute rush. Any person can fig¬ 
ure out his liability today as well as he 
can next week, and if there is any 
point on which he needs advice he can 
now get in touch with a Revenue man.” 

This word of advice is from Justus 
Warded, Collector of Internal Reve¬ 
nue, San Francisco, Cal., who is col¬ 
lecting the Income Tax in California. 
Collector Wardell is giving without 
chnrge every aid of his office and his 
enlarged field force to help the people 
get their payments and their returns 
In by March 15th. 

But the Income Tax men will not 
pull your door-bell or your coat-tails, 
according to the Collector’s announce¬ 
ment. It is squarely up to every indi¬ 
vidual to figure out his own case and 
to get busy if he comes within the 
scope of the new Revenue law. 

Did You Earn This Much? 

Every unmarried person who re¬ 
ceived income averaging $19.25 a week 
during 1918 and every married couple 
who Jointly received income averaging 
$88.50 a week should secure at once 
from the nearest Deputy Collector or 
the nearest bank a blank Form 1040 A. 
That form contains the information he 
will need to enable him to figure his 
correct net income and any tax that he 
owes the government. 

The law requires that every unmar¬ 
ried person who had a net income of 
$1,000 or over and every married per¬ 
son whose net income was $2,000 or 
over (including the income of husband 
or wife and the earnings of minor 
children, if any) must make a return 
on or before March 15th. And this re¬ 
quirement does not hinge on whether 
the person owes a tax. 

Taxable Income. 

An individual must include under 
gross income all gains, profits and in¬ 
come derived from salaries, wages or 
compensation for personal service of 
whatever kind and in whatever form 
paid or from professions, vocations, 
business, sales or dealings in property 
of all kinds, Interest, rent, dividends 
or profits derived from any source 
whatever. Very few items of Income 
are exempt. 

Deductions Include ordinary and nec¬ 
essary business expenses, interest paid 
or accrued on Indebtedness, taxes of 
all kinds except Federal income and 
excess profits taxes and assessments 
for local benefits, losses actually sus¬ 
tained, debts ascertained to be worth¬ 
less and depreciation on buildings, ma¬ 
chinery, fixtures, etc., used In business. 
A further deduction is allowed for con¬ 
tributions to corporations operated for 
religious, charitable, scientific or edu¬ 
cational purposes or for the prevention 
of cruelty to children or animals to an 
amount not exceeding 15 per cent of 
the taxpayer’s net Income ns comi tted 
without the benefit of the contribution 
deduction. 

The taxpayer is not allowed to de¬ 
duct any personal, living or family ex¬ 
pense, any amount spent for improving 
property or any expense of restoring 
property or making good its exhaus¬ 
tion for which an allowance is claimed 
under depreciation. 

Figuring the Tax. 

Before figuring the normal tax the 
dividends ure deducted as credits from 
net income, together with the personal 
exemption. As in previous years, divi¬ 
dends of domestic corporations are ex¬ 
empt from normal tax when received 
by the stockholder. 

The normal tax rates for citizens 
and residents are as follows: On the 
first $-1,000 of net Income in excess of 
the credits the rate is 6 per cent; on 
any further taxable Income the rate is 
12 per cent. 

The surtax rates apply to net in¬ 
come of each individual In excess of 
$5,000. The personal exemption and 
the dividends are not deductible before 
computing surtax. In the ease of re¬ 
turns by husband and wife, the net in¬ 
come of each is considered separately 
In computing any surtax that may be 
due. Form 1040 should he used for 
making returns of net Income exceed¬ 
ing $5,000, and the instructions on that 
form will show how to figure the sur¬ 
tax. 

Business House Returns. 

Employers and others who paid 
wages, salaries, rents, interest or sim¬ 
ilar determinable gains in an amount 
of $1,000 or over during 1918 to any 
person must tile an information return 
with the Government. Blanks may be 
secured from tlie Collector. 

Every partnership must file a return 
Showing its income and deductions aud 
tlie name and address of each partner, 
With Ids share of the profits or losses 
during the past year. Personal service 
corporations will file similar informa¬ 
tion for 1918.

METHODIST PASTORS 

TO GET SALARY RAISE 

Nashville (Tenn.), March 1.—Many 
Methodist ministers in every Southern 
and Western State who have been 
trying to exist on infinitesimal in¬ 
comes during the past years will have 
their salaries raised within the next 
few months. This very practical and 
definite step is to be taken by the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
following the financial drive of that 
denomination in April. The drive, 
which has $35,000,000 as its goal, has. 
been undertaken with a view to put¬ 
ting the work of the church on a 
business basis, the raising of the sal¬ 
aries of its underpaid pastors being 
considered one of the first matters of 
importance. 

There are 8(50 salaries now $400 or 
less which will be raised to $600; 485 
salaries now $400 and $500 which will 
be raised to $600; 500 salaries now 
$600 and $700 which will be raised to 
$1000 a year; 637 salaries from $700 
to $800 to be raised to $1000, and 180 
salaries ranging from $800 to $900 
which will also be raised to $1000. 
The supplementing of these salaries 
will require $2,850,00# during the 
forthcoming five years, and the suc¬ 
cess of the Centenary drive will make 
their increase immediately possible. 

Practically every city and town 
throughout the length and breadth of 
Southern Methodism will be affected, 
it is declared at the headquarters of 
the denomination in Nashville, and 
every Methodist man and woman who 
pulls to on the Centenary drive will 
be helping to make possible better 
and happier living conditions for the 
underpaid pastors in their midst.

HAS NARROW ESCAPE 

_ 

LIEUTENANT F. A. ROBINSON 
HAKES SAFE LANDING IN, 
BROKEN AEROPLANE. 


Lieutenant F. A. Robinson, son of 
Mrs. A. R. Robinson, 233 Griffith ave¬ 
nue, San Mateo, who lias made such 
an enviable record for himself since 
his entry into the aviation department 
of the service, had a narrow escape 
from death last week at March Field, 
near San Diego. 

In ascending, Lieutenant F. A. 
Robinson lost a wheel from his air¬ 
plane and did not know it. During 
the next sixty minutes repeated efforts 
were made to warn the lieutenant so 
that he might escape a serious acci¬ 
dent when landing. Just before the 
* ship was pointed groundward. Lieu¬ 
tenant T. C. Hoyt and Captain Harry 
Horton, in another plane, caught his 
attention by frantic maneuvers, and 
as a result he made a perfect landing. 

Before Lieutenant Robinson learned 
of the accident he was followed in the 
air for forty minutes by a plane 
piloted by Lieutenant Hoyt. 

When Robinson at last made his 
landing it was witnessed by the en¬ 
tire personnel of the field and an 
ambulance was drawn up, ready for 
an emergency. 

It was just as Lieutenant Robinson 
was taking the air that the right 
wheel of his plane dropped off. The 
ground men immediately noticed this 
and shouted and gesticulated to the 
young officer, but were unable to at¬ 
tract his attention. 

Realizing that if he landed, not 
knowing that ills ship was short a 
wheel, there would be a dangerous 
wreck, flying officers ordered that 
everything be done to warn Robinson. 
Red flags were waved, and men ran 
up and down the field shouting and 
dancing in order to attract his atten¬ 
tion, but to no avail.

The lieutenant had taken the ship 
for an inspection trip and was put¬ 
ting it through dangerous stunts. He 
ascended to an altitude of 8000 feet, 
and was going through all sorts of 
hair-raising performances. Below 
practically every officer and man at 
March Field was watching him. 

Seeing that it was impossible to 
warn Lieutenant Robinson in any 
other way. Captain Horton and Lieu¬ 
tenant Hoyt took to the air in a fast 
plane. Captain Horton in the rear 
seat carried an airplane wheel. Swift¬ 
ly ascending, the officers’ plane cir¬ 
cled round and round the machine 
piloted by Lieutenant Robinson, it be¬ 
ing impossible to call to him through 
the roar of the engines. When he 
saw the wheel. Lieutenant Robinson 
immediately perceived the trouble. 

A few minutes later he headed his 
great plane for the ground, while the 
ambulance men stood ready and wait¬ 
ing and the rest of the men watched 
breathlessly, not knowing what was 
going to happen. 

Exercising skill of the highest 
order, Lieutenant Robinson brought 
the ship gently to earth, and, when it 
finally touched the ground, balanced 
it on the remaining wheel as nicely 
and properly as though it were a 
gyroscope. Flying officers declared 
the landing one of the most clever 
made on the field, and complimented 
Lieutenant Robinson on his coolness 
and nerve in the trying position. 

Lieutenant Robinson was in San 
Mateo a few weeks ago visiting his 
mother, and was greeted by a wide 
circle of former school friends. He 
expressed himself at that time, while 
enjoying his furlough, as longing for 
the flights in the air. Lieutenant 
i Robinson was born with the desire 
to fly, and in his early boyhood spent 
| most of his spare time rigging up a 
miniature machine. He is planning to 
remain in aviation work, and says 
that while he realizes he is in con¬ 
stant danger, it means living the full¬ 
ness of life to him, and be believes 
that there is a big future for the air¬ 
plane in civil as well as army circles.

EDWIN GRANT FILES CHARGES

LISHMENTS.

Old railroad men will be Interested 
to learn that “Pay Car Curve” on the 
Southern Pacific’s Tucson division has 
been re-aligned so that it no longer 
presents the difficulties that brought 
gray hair to many officials. The curve 
was one of ten degrees on a 1.4 per 
cent descending grade, followed by 
other heavy curves. It got Its name 
from the fact that a pay car with 
$60,000 turned over there In 1848, 
carrying with it the guard car and 
killing several men. Two other seri¬ 
ous accidents occurred at the same 
spot. All trains are under slow orders 
at that point. The new line change 
eliminates all curves over five de¬ 
grees and was made at a cost of over
